REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The terminal disclaimer filed on June 27, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,360,305 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest positioning a surface of a ceramic 
green sheet of a multilayered unit of release layer, electrode layer and the green sheet on an 
agglutinant layer formed on the surface of a base substrate where the bonding strength between 
the agglutinant layer and the support substrate is higher than the bonding strength between the 
support sheet and the release layer but lower than the bonding strength between the agglutinant 
layer and the ceramic green sheet and peeling the support sheet from the multilayered unit (i.e. 
the release layer, electrode layer and green sheet separate from the support sheet).
